‘Waoe has struck the key note with regard 
to it, im so far aa it is to be of any practical 
use, in pointing out to the Pekin Authorities 
that it ia their ‘fault alone if the people re- 
main in such ignorance that difficulties with 
foreigners are likely to ariso. Up to the 
present, the Chineso have contrived by a very 
ingenious argument. in a circle to stare off 
‘all progress in the relations of foreign 
countrics-with tho. Central Kingdom, ‘The: 
Pekin Authorities, full of profoswions of 
friendship and of earnest desire for progress, 
‘have always contrived to stop short of action 
on the plea that, howover willing they are 
themselves to advance,’ the subordinate 
officials and the people at lurge, not so well 
informed with regard to foreigners as the 
Pekin officials, aro likely to rise opposition 
to measures of progross which the Central 
Government recognises os desirable, and to 
which it avows it wonld give its assert: but 
“for this opposition. “If,” say the Mandarins 
at the capital, “the people only know you, 
and understood: you, a8 we do, there would 
be no diffenity in extending. your trading 
intercourse with the country; but unfor- 
tunately they arc so ignorant that we fear if 
foreigners went into the interior disturbances 
would assuredly arise.” ‘The auswer to this 
is naturally a refarenca to past experience, 
which shows that where the rigbta of forsign- 
ers have been officially recoguised, as at the 
open ports, trading relations, which have 
proved of great benefit to China as well as 
to foreigners, have boen established, and no 
evil consequences’ have ensupd. But to this 
argument the Imperial Government always 
turns a deaf ear, obstinately maintaining 
that the progress of foroignors to new centres 
of trade is certain’ to be attended with. difi- 
eulty, and declaring that they. cannot be re. 
sponsible for the consequences if such an ex- 
tension of relations bo insisted upon, This 
argument, however, is clearly one which car 
be considered good only for a time.” Under 
exceptiénal circumstances a Government pro- 
* fessing to rule a Iarge nation might plead 
inability to maintain order ; but to declare a
